The .City'A ttorney’s
" Reply to Questions

EDITOR INTELLIGENCER:

In the issue of your paper of Fri-
day morning Inst, you saw fit to makoe
a flerce atiack upon me In the form
of questions you scem to think you

me.

Several of your questions are equiv-
alent to asking me: “Cliy attorney,
tell the Southern Public Utilities com-
pay, through The Intelligencer, what
your client, the city council, is doing
and will do?" This I most respect-
fully, emiphatically and finally decline
to do, Editor, even though I like you
immensely In your normal and better
moods.

I shall answer questicns 1, 2, 3,
which by inference and in effect aro
a very thinly disguised attack upon
me as far ag I can without discussing
“confidential communications betw
attorney and client” which of course
would be Improper.

I ask the people to read again ques-
tions 5, 6 and 7. ['ll put their real
meaning for you into two questions
as follows: 1. Please give the editor
all the information you have about
tite plans and purpcses of the pres-
ent city council? 2,
your professional duty and tell me
what your clients art thinking about,
are doing and are going to do? )

Now, Editor, 1 make “mistakes”
but I am only “foolish” at times—not
all the time. Every sensible citizen
knows it wculd be improper, unfair
and a serfous breach of ethics and
duty for me to divulge the plans and
purposes of the present council. I
therefore again decline to answer
questiona 5, 6 and 7.

I do not pretend infallibility. 1
make many mistakes. I do not even
pretend to be as “"deep” and good at
“strategy” as the editor of The In-
telligencer or that distingulshed pub-
lic service expert—(legal and practl-
cal)—Zebulon Vance Taylor, who en-
gineered tho ‘“contresots” through
council, T admit, frankly, that the at-
titude of Zebulon Vance Ta¥ylor
“fooled” ms on one” vital  point.
Douhtless he has since often laughed
about how he out-generaled the ycung
country lawyer, handicapped with a

His only
satisfaction 1s that some very able
jbusiness men of the city (probably in-
jcluding the editor of The Intelligen-
cer) were also “duped” about the
same time in regard to the promised
Atlanta railway, the bringing In of ad-
ditional power and in other ways.
They were told by Mr. Tavlor of many
wonderful things that would promptly
follow the “granting of the franchise"”
but they didn’t follow and haven't yet.
Nevertheless, in spite of your city
atlorney’s “blunders," strangely
enough they can not now be wused

alrly as an argument in favor of let-
ting the “contracts” “stand” because
the “advice” of your city attorney to
council and the Southerp Public Util-
ities was to submit the matter to a
vote of the people. His instinct was
sound on this point even if his legal
knowlédge was In this respect defec-
tive at that time for the record shows
that the gonly completed ordinance
ever recommended by me was th® one
introduced by Aldermen Elmore and
given a first reading only. This ordi-
nance embodying my crystallized
views of a suitable franchise-contract
contained a provision that it should
not become effective unless ratified by
a wmajority of the gualified voters of
the city at an eleetion held for that
Purpose.

In addition to that, I strongly urg-
ed Mr. Zebulon Vance Taylor, presi-

company, to agréee to submit the
“franchise” to a vote of the people
for his own protection and he agreed
to the extent of gaying that he did
not want a-‘franchise that would not
meet with the approval of the people,
He also stated this publicly at 8
council meeting, but at no time did he
or any other representative of his
company, agree¢ to test ‘the approval
of the perple by n vote at an election
to be Leld for that purpose,
